Other principles approved by the 
convention were: 

Public ownership of cold storage 
plants; the superannuation of a cer- 
tain number of civil servants whose 
positions, ‘‘could be filled by return- 
ed soldiers;"' a longer period of train- 
ing in the vocational training sys- 
tem, with properly qualified crafts- 
men in charge of every depariment.

Procedure Is Simplified—Obtain 
Abstracts and Send Notice 
by Registered Mail 


The various municipal acts in force 
fn the province provide for forfeiture 


Proceedings being taken against land 
on which taxes are in arrears. By 
these proceedings the title to the land 
is forfeited to the municipality, sub- 
ect to redemption within a year, and 
f the land is not redeemed then it 
may be sold by the municipality, This 
method of tax enforcement has prov- 
ed to be both expensive and tedious, 
&s it requires the making out of a tax 
enforcement return; abstracts of title 
are required to be secured from the 
land titles office for all lands on the 
sald tax enforcement return; notices 
have to be eent by registered mali at 
least sixty days prior to date of the 
court ‘at which the tax enforcement 
return is to be confirmed to all parties 
having any interest in the land and 
notice of court has to be advertised 
in the local newspaper and in the 
Alberta Gazette. After the tax en- 
forcement return has been, confirmed 
additional abstracts have to be ob- 
tained, two more sets of notices have 
to be issued and advertisements again 
inserted in local newspapers and Al- 
berta Gazette, giving date of final 
forfeiture. If the iand 1s finally sold, 
it is at least fourteen months from 
the date of commencement of forfeit- 
ure proceedings before the munic!- 
. pality realizes all its taxes, and !f, as 
frequently happens in urban munict- 
palities the land cannot be sold at 
all, the municipality does not receive 
its taxes and in addition is out a large 
@emount spent in obtaining abstracte, 
printing and matling special notice, 
dvertising date of court, advertising 
ate of final forfeiture and so on. 
Because these proceedings were so 
expensive, burdensome and_ unsatis- 
factory, the Hon. A. G. MacKay, min- 
ister of municipal affairs, at the last 
eession of the legislature, introduced 
legislation under the name of the Tax 
Recovery Act, which will greatly sim- 
plify and reduce the expense of the 
tax enforcement proceedings in fut- 
re. 
. Under the tax recovery act, lands 
on which taxes are in arrears on the 
first day of July of the year following 
that in which they are levied are 
liable to be sold for taxes and the 
treasurer, assessor or collector, as the 
ease may be, of each city, town, vil- 
fage or municipal district, shall, on 
or before the fourteenth day of Au- 
gust in each year, submit to the 
gnayor or reeve of the municipality a 
list of all lands that are liable to be 
gold for taxes. The mayor or reeve, 
on satisfying himself that the list is 
eorrect, gives the proper official a 


warrant authorizing him to advertise | 
for sale all the lands included in such | 


Ust. Such sale is required to be ad- 
vertised once a week for two coneecu- 
tive weeks in a newspaper or news- 
papers published in the municipality, 
pr if there ts no newspaper published 
therein, in a newspaper circulating in 
the municipality. Such advertise- 
ment must be published not less than 
pix weeks before the date of sale and 
§s required to contain a Hst of the 
Jands to be sold. In addition to the 
publication of the list as above men- 


tioned there ehall be published once! 


fluring each week after the period of 
two weeks above mentioned, but 
prior to date of sale, a notice of such 
ale and a statement as to where the

ef gale. No lands, the title to which 
is vested in the crown, can be includ-

Lands so offered for sale shall be 
told to the highest bidder, and if they 
| cannot be sold for the full amount of 
the arrears of taxes and costs, they 
may be sold for a lesser sum, sub- 


fect, however, to a minimum value | 


that may be placed upon them by the 

| council of the municipality. This 

| minimum value shall not be advertis- 
ed, but shall be treated by the treas- 
urer as the upset selling price. Any 
lands which are not sold at such a 
gale shall be included in the list of 
lands offered for sale the following 
year. The purchaser at the tax sale 
will only be required to pay at date 
of gale, the amount due the munici- 
pality for arrears of taxes and costs 
even ff the land {s sold for more than 
the arrears of taxes and costs. 

As soon as the sale is completed a 
return showing the lands sold will be 
went to the registrar of the land titles 
office for the registration district in 
which the land is situated who shall 
register against such land a memo- 
randum of gale, so that any prospec- 
tive purchaser or money lender may 
be protected. 

All lands sold at a tax sale are sub- 
ject to redemption within a period of 
one year from the date of sale. 
Where lands gold are not redeemed 
by the end of the year, all parties 
shown by the record of the land titles 
office to be interested in any way in 
the land will forthwith be notified of 
that fact by registered mail, and after 
a period of sixty days has elapsed

world wide reputation for successfully 
conducting contests of this type. 

Eclipsing al} previous records in 
this direction, Rickard has guaran- 
teed $100,000 to Willard, win, lose or 
draw, and $27,500 to Dempsey, under 
the same conditions, while the profits 
from moving pictures will be divided 
into thirds, An arena to seat $0,000 
spectators has been built at a cost of 
$150,000 and if the gate receipts are 
up to expectations, more than $1,000,- 
000 will pass through the hands of the 
promoter.

| HIGH COST OF LIVING. 
Editor Bulletin. 

Sir,—Some weeks ago when the high 
cost of living was aitributed by many 
Writers to the scarcity of commodities and 
|the world shortage of food, | pointed out 
in an article published in your paper that 
this was a fallacious doctrine. I showed 
by the best authorities that there was no 
Scareity of food—in fact, that there wus 
more than sufficient food available to 
mneet the requirements of all the import- 
ing countries in the world; that this con- 
stant reiteration of food shortage was part 
of a plan of the food gambler, the profi- 
teer and the speculator to become wealthy 
at the expense of the consumer; that by 
advancing credits to European countries 
we created an artificial market for our 
products and that the price to the home 
consumer should not be regulated by the 
prices abroad in the countries financed 
by Canada for the benefit of a few, to the 
detriment of the consumer; that steps | 
should be taken to place a “fair limit on | 
profits”, and that the gambler, the profi 
teer and the speculator who control or tn 
crease the cost of foodstuffs and necessities 
to the poor should be dealt with as a 
criminal, 

It is now reported from Ottawa that the 
Hon, Arthur Meighen is introducing a bill 
in the house of commons along those lines. 
We must assume that a law of this charac- | 
ter is passed for the pur ose of correcting 
some evil, the evil no du.vot being the ex- 
cessive profits over a fair profit made by 
certain dealers in food and the neceasities 
of life; in other words, that profiteering 
jn these commodities does exist and that 
the high prices are not the result of scar- 
city of food.

On February Ist, 1919, Sir 
James Wilson, the British food adminis- 
trator, in his report, which was verified 
by the best authorities, showed that there 
was then a surplus of food for the wants 
of the whole world, and that the surplus 
was increasing month by month, It bas 
been well known for a long time, that 
Great Lritain purchased millions of bush- 
els of wheat to re-sell to the British con- 
sumer in the form of flour, at $5.25 per 
barrel—the same kind of flour as we are | 
paying $10.00 to $11.00 per barrel for; 
that the British government bought large 
quantities of creamery butter at 51 cents 
a pound at a time when the consumer here 
was paying 60 cents and 65 cents a poun 
that the British government bought large 
quantities of bacon at less than 40 cents 
a pound and re-sold it to the British con 
sumer for less than cost, while the con 
sumer here was paying 60 and 70 cents a 
pound for the same class of bacon The 
conditions disclosed now at Ottawa be

independence and autonomy directly 
under the crown as the head. 

The lieutenant governor as & repre. 
sentative of the sovereign is a part 
of the legislature. 
the act in question cannot be con- 
atrued other than as intended and 
would otherwise seriously affect the 
position of the lieutenant governor 
as an integral part and dotract from 
rights which are important in the 
legal authority of that position and 
render him powerless to prevent pro- 
posed law becoming actual law. 

The powers of the lieutenant gover- 
nor are at an end when the bij! be- 
coms an act. The lieutenant gover- 
nor appears to be wholly excluded 
from the executive authority. These

The dismissal of the case of Board 
vs. Board, heard before the Privy 
Council, means that divorces granted 
by the Alberta courts are now legal.

Province Takes Appeal. 

The matter being one of great pub- 
lic interest the Attorney General, on 
behalf of the Province of Alberta, 
intervened and to settle the law caused 
an appeal to be taken direct to the 
Privy Council, being the final Court of 
Appeal in the Empire. The decision 
of that Court is now handed down 
confirming the jurisdiction of the 
[Courts of this province to hear and 
grant divorces pursuant to the En- 
glish Divorce Act. This Act was in- 
troduced as the law of the north-west 
Territories by the Dominion Statute of 
1886. This latter Act provided that 
the law of England as it stood on the 
the 15th day of July, 1870, should be 
the law of the Territories.
